DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 21-40, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 21, 38, the present application teaches a communication system /a 
cellular telephone includes a memory and a transmitter. The memory is adapted to store 
a telephone number associated with an incoming telephone call, and the transmitter is 
adapted to transmit the telephone number to another telephone. The cellular telephone 
may also include a receiver and a calling unit. The receiver is adapted to receive a 
different telephone number from the another telephone, and the calling unit is adapted 
to place an outgoing telephone call to the different telephone number. The method of 
placing a telephone call from a telephone includes the steps of receiving, over a 
wireless link, call related information from another telephone, and placing an outgoing 
call based on the call related information. The other telephone may be a cellular 
telephone, and the call related information may include a telephone number associated 
with a telephone call previously received by the other telephone as specifically mention 
in claims 21, 38. 

The closest art to the present application such as Coad et al. (US Patent 5,966,652) 
teaches a system uses conventional text messaging capabilities of cellular telephone 
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systems to embed one or more call-back telephone numbers. A start delimiter is used 
to separate a text data portion corresponding to the call-back telephone number from 
the text message. A termination delimiter may be used to indicate the end of the text 
data portion corresponding to the call-back telephone number. Multiple text data 
portions, corresponding to multiple call-back telephone numbers, may be inserted 
using multiple start delimiters and termination delimiters. A text parser in the cellular 
telephone searches the text message for the start delimiter and extracts the text data 
portion corresponding to the call-back telephone number. The cellular telephone user 
selects a desired call-back telephone number, which may be placed in a dialing queue 
for simplified communications between the cellular telephone and a destination 
corresponding to the selected call-back telephone number. Coad fails to teach a device 
that performs all of the functions of the second telephone, while it is true that Coad's 
cell site controller transmits a telephone number to Coad's telephone, however, Coad's 
site controller does not automatically extract that telephone number from CallerlD 
information of a first telephone to Coad's cell site controller as specifically mentioned 
on claims 21, and 38.
